WASHINGTON (A P) —- President 
Kennedy say s ev idence gathered 
throu gh daily aerial scru tiny of 
Cu ba fails to su pport reports of 
a m assiv e new Sov iet m ilitary 
bu ildu p there. 
Kennedy told his news confer­ 
ence Thu rsday that the ’6 ,000 to 
17 ,000 Sov iets still on the island

And he said he k nows of the 
arriv al since the October crisis of 
only one Sov iet ship that m ight 
hav e carried arm s or other mili­ 
tary cargo. 
“ There is no ev idence that this 
ship carried any offensiv e w eap­ 
ons,” he said.

Althou gh cu rtail­ 
m ent of v iolence and protection 
of the N egro stu dent cost the fed­ 
eral gov ernm ent $4 million, K en­ 
nedy said it “ wou ld hav e been 
far m ore ex pensiv e” had the Ne­ 
gro been phy sically attack ed or 
denied adm ission by force. 
N ew spaper Strik es — Kennedy 
wishes for an early end to news­ 
paper strik es in Clev eland and 
New York . In the case of the New 
York walk ou t, he hopes both sides 
wil “ reach the com prom ise which 
u ltim ately they are going to reach 
any w ay .”

LONDON (A P)—E u rope's k iller 
w inter, which already has tak en 
m ore than 200 liv es, showed signs 
of slack ening its grip on parts of 
northern Eu rope. 
The sou thern fringes of the con­ 
tinent still reeled u nder storm s, 
blizzards and intense cold that left 
a fresh trail of floods w reck age 
and death from the Atlantic to the 
Black Sea. 
Spain, Portu gal, Italy , Greece, 
Y u goslav ia, T u rk ey , B u lgaria and 
parts of the Sov iet Unior were hit 
as w inter's fu ry concentrated on 
the sou th.

billion to go into effect this y e a r - 
even if Congress puts aside pro­ 
posed benefit revisions until a 
later date. 
“We will just have to wait and 
see whether both can be done 
this year,” he said. “ In any case, 
we should be able to make prog­ 
ress, come what may, on the first 
step of the three-stage reduction.” 
Even as he expounded policy 
that could affect the nation’s fu­ 
ture tax history, Kennedy tried to 
clarify a bit of past history: The 
cloudy story of “ air cover” for 
the .US.-backed Cuban invasion of 
April 1961. 
This was prompted by chal­ 
lenges thrown at a weekend state­ 
ment by the President’s brother, 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
that no U.S. air cover ever was 
contemplated. 
This 
statem ent 
seemingly contradicted long-stand­ 
ing reports that the President can­ 
celed planned air cover. 
Kennedy attributed the confu­ 
sion to loose use of the phrase 
“ air cover.” He said his brother’s 
statem ent was 
correct because 
the United 
States 
at no time 
planned to use its own planes to 
fly missions over the invasion 
beach. 
But he 
said there was talk 
about an air strike by Cuban refu 
gee pilots flying from 
bases out­ 
side the United States and that this 
“did not work out.” He described 
this as “one of the failures’* of 
the invasion. 
Other m ajor topics touched on 
by Kennedy included: 
Nuclear Tests — Khrushchev’s 
recent acceptance of the principle 
of on-site inspection is “very im 
portant” and the possible forerun­ 
ner of a breakthrough in nuclear 
test ban negotiations.

DeGaulle Views 
I rritate Kennedy 


WASHINGTON (A P)--President 
Kennedy was reported today to 
hiv e been deeply irritated by the 
accu sation 
made 
by 
President 
Charles de Gau lle o f France that 
the United States cannot be de­ 
pended u pon to defend Western 
Eu rope with nu clear weipons. 
The President told a news con­ 
ference Thu rsday that su ch an ar­ 
gu ment “is inaccu rate” and not 
really in the interest of the West­ 
ern alliance. He declared that the 
United States has “nev er had the 
slightest

that 
Gen.

Gau lle wou ld respond to the needs

alliance,” 
and 
added 
sharply : 
“I wou d hope that ou r confi­ 
dence in him wou ld be matched 
by his confidence in u s.”

To some at the news confer 
ence Kennedy seemed to display 
indignation as he asserted that 
the United States wou ld “defend 
Eu rope by whatev er means are 
necessary .” Informants said later 
that the President was deeply ir 
ritated by the argu ment which De 
Gau lle had made at a Paris news 
conference last week in su pport 
of his decision that France mu st 
go on bu ilding its own nu clear 
weapons force.

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Kennedy Clears 'Air Cover' 
Confusion in Invasion Fuss 


WASHINGTON (AP) — “There 
was no United States air cover 
planned” for the 1961 Cuban in­ 
vasion. says President Kennedy. 
And the confusion, he told his 
news conference Thursday, comes 
from use of the words “air cover” 
—U.S. air cover as opposed to air 
cover attached to the Cuban in­ 
vasion brigade. 
The invaders’ planes, he said, 
were B26s “flown by pilots based 
not in toe United States not 
American planes.” 
“Obviously,” he said, “if you 
are going to have United States 
cover, you might as well have a 
complete United States commit­ 
ment, which would have meant 
a ilill-fledged invasion” by the 
United States then. 
Thus the President intended to 
clear up the murky details sur­ 
rounding that April day when the 
Bay of Pigs assault was crushed

The President ex­ 
plained that he decided against 
supplying air cover because U.N. 
Ambassador Adlai Stevenson had 
complained that any such action 
would make a liar out of him in 
the U.N.” 
Some of the editors present said 
they didn’t recall this part of 
the President’s conversation with 
them. 
However, two other publishers 
said Kennedy had mentioned toe 
air cover questions. 
Martin Andersen, Orlando Sen­ 
tinel-Star publisher, said the Pres 
ident had told them that “The air 
cover was canceled about 2 a.m. 
the day of the invasion.” 
John HL Perry, Jr., President of 
the Palm Beach Post Times, said 
after reading Gore’s article that 
“to the best of my recollections, 
that’s substantially correct” 
Asked about this Thursday, toe 
President said: “What was talked 
about was the question of an air 
strike on Monday morning by 
B26 planes which were flown by 
pilots based not in toe United 
States, not American planes.’1 
This air strike, he added was 
postponed until Monday afternoon. 
“I think that the members of 
toe brigade were under the im­ 
pression that the planes which 
were available, which were the 
B26 planes, would give them pro­ 
tection on the beach,” Kennedy 
said. “That did not work out That 
was one of toe failures.” 
He said the training jets that 
Fidel Castro’s forces threw at the 
invaders

and, therefore, we were not—the 
brigade was not able to maintain 
air supremacy on the beach.” 
“As I said from the beginning, 
Kennedy went on, “the operation 
was a failure, and the responsi­ 
bility rests with the White House. 
Turning specificaly to Gore’s 
article, Kennedy said, “As to the 
recollection of toe editor, there 
was no such conversation of the 
kind, at least, that has been read 
to me. The problem of air cover 
and one of the reasons that the 
invasion failed may well have 
been discussed, but only in toe 
terms that I have described be­ 
cause what I have described are 
the facts.”

Kennedy was reported today to 
have been deeply irritated by the 
accusation 
made by 
President 
Charles de Gaulle (rf France that 
the United States cannot be de­ 
pended upon to defend Western 
Europe with nuclear weapons. 
The President told a news con­ 
ference Thursday that such an ar­ 
gument “is inaccurate” and not 
really in the interest of the West­ 
ern alliance. He declared that the 
United States has “never had the 
slightest 
doubt 
that 
Gen. 
de 
Gaulle would respond to the needs 
of 
the 
alliance,” 
and 
added 
sharply: 
“I woud hope that our confi­ 
dence in him would be matched 
by his confidence in us.” 
Kennedy said that although ev­ 
eryone might not believe in the 
U.S. commitment to defend Eu­ 
rope, “I behave that Chairman 
Khrushchev does, and I think he 
it right.” 
To some at the news confer­ 
ence Kennedy seemed to display 
indignation as he asserted that 
the United States would “defend 
Europe by whatever means are 
necessary.” Informants said later 
that the President was deeply ir­ 
ritated by the argument which De 
Gaulle had made at a Paris news 
conference last week in support 
of his decision that France must 
go on building its own nuclear 
weapons force. 
In defiance of De Gaulle’s stand 


for a French national nuclear 
force, Kennedy announced imme­ 
diately following his news confer­ 
ence the formation of a high pow­ 
ered diplomatic-military team to 
prepare proposals for a North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization nu­ 
clear force and to negotiate with 
allied governments in Europe. 
The White House said that French 
officials as well as others would 
be consulted. 
To head the task force Kennedy 
called Ambassador Livingston T. 
Merchant out of retirement. Mer­ 
chant is a former undersecretary 
of state in the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration and a career diplomat 
highly regarded in Western Eu­ 
rope. 
To work with him as his chief 
assistants. Kennedy named Ge­ 
rard C. Smith, former assistant 
secretary of state for policy plan­ 
ning in the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration, and Rear Adm. John M. 
Lee of the Defense Department. 
Smith and Lee participated in a 
mission which consulted with al­ 
lied leadens last year on the prob­ 
lems of forming the NATO nu 
clear force.

With disarmament, production 
would be stopped or vastly cut 
on missiles, planes, tanks, guns, 
warships and the whole array of 
war-making hardware, plus the 
huge supplies of materials needed 
to produce and maintain them. 
Practically every type of business 
would feel the economic blow. 
Jobs of some 6.5 million work­ 
ers in the armed forces in gov­ 
ernment defense agencies and in 
defense - producing 
industries 
would be jeopardized. 
Areas with heavily defense-ori­ 
ented economies naturally would 
be hit hardest but no sector of the 
country could expect to be spared 
The effect on the stock market 
and financial values would be 
awesome. 
How quickly and successfully 
the void could be filed would de­ 
pend largely on the wisdom and 
determination of the nation’s lead­ 
ers and individual citizens. 
All this has been under study 
for some time by the U.S. Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agen 
cy, which says: 
“Even general 
and complete 
disarmament could not provide 
more than a part ot the resources 
that would be needed to satisfy 
our unmet civilian needs—these 
needs are far greater than 
our 
defense effort. 
“The basic 
problem for the 
United States in the event of dis­ 
armament is not one of an excess 
of human and physical resources, 
but of how we can most quickly 
and efficiently shift the released 
resources to serving our numer­ 
ous and extensive civilian require­ 
ments.” 
Heavy defense expenditures ob­ 
viously have caused the nation to 
put off many worthwhile projects 
which, unlike armament produc­ 
tion, would advance the material, 
cultural and spiritual status of a 
fast • growing population. The 
arms control agency has worked 
up a list such projects. 
For example, the agency esti­ 
mates that to educate children al­ 
ready born, 
without improving 
present standards of instruction, 
will require total annual expendi­ 
tures by 1970 about double present 
school costs. It says advancing 
technology also requires billions 
more for studies not included in 
the usual school fare today. 
It lists billions needed for ex­ 
pended and improved housing, ur­ 
ban renewal and mass transpor­ 
tation, public works, resources de­ 
velopment, and various health and 
social requirements. Moreover, it 
forecasts increased aid to less de­ 
veloped countries abroad once the 
arms spending burden is lifted.

WASHINGTON (A P )-In one of 
the jarring ironies of the cold war 
—at die very moment the West 
should be able to enjoy seeing the 
Communist world splitting apart 
an ominous crack opens in the 
Western alliance. 
And in the West, which watched 
with amusement the Russians and 
Red Chinese attacking each oth­ 
er indirectly, the United States 
and France are doing the same 
to each other, both indirectly and 
directly. 
On one side, French President 
de Gaulle. On the other, Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. At his news con­ 
ference Thursday Kennedy, still 
showing restraint, was neverthe­ 
less blunt to the point of being 
painful to De Gaulle. 
And, also, ironically, the one 
factor which made De Gaulle feel 
free at this time to endanger 
Western solidarity may have been 


the developing ill-will between the 
Kremlin and its Chinese ally. 
If this had been a hazardous 
moment—of climbing crisis, Rus­ 
sian threats, Communist pressure 
—De Gaulle probably would have 
stayed quiet and been a bulwark 
of Western strength if only for 
the sake of French survival. 
De Gaulle, who hadn’t had a 
news conference since last May, 
decided to hold one Jan. 14, just 
a few hours before Kennedy, with 
the world waiting to hear what 
he said, was to deliver his State 
of the Union message to Congress.

ANDORRA (AP)—If you seek 
a home where there are no labor 
unions, no practicing lawyers, no 
income taxes, no airplanes and 
free domestic postage, come to 
tiny Andorra. But don’t expect to 
become a citizen. 
Foreigners 
seeking 
a 
haven 
from compulsory military service 
or high taxes can’t expect to 
achieve Andorran nationality sim­ 
ply by marrying one of the coun­ 
try’s many attractive dark-eyed 
girls. 
“You can’t even win Andorran 
nationality by birth here,” says 
a man whose family traces back 
to the earliest settlers. 
“Nor can your sots or daugh­ 
ters become full citizens even 
though you are married to an An­ 
dorran national and the children 
are born here. 
“It takes the third generation 
to make a real Andorran with the 
right—once he reaches 30 years 
of age—to vote.” 
Andorra is an Independent coun 
try over which Spain and France 
exercise a protective suzerainty. 
It dates to 1278. In that era the 
Spanish count of Urgel and his 
French countess died without is­ 
sue, willing the creation of the 
Andorran nation under control of 
the French king and the Spanish 
bishop of Urgel. 
Citizenship may be difficult, but 
this tiny principality nestled in 
the high Pyrenees is one of the 
world’s easiest countries to enter 
Once a traveler leaves the Span 
ish customs and police post out­ 
side Sao de Urgel in Spain, noth 
ing stops him except the winding 
mountainous road into Andorra 
A sign at the frontier says “con 
trot” but there are neither gates 
nor officials. 
Andorra has 191 square miles of 
territory,

with

miles for Liechtenstein 
and half a square mile for Mon­ 
aco. Its population, both citizens 
and foreign, is 12,000, compared 
to more than 15,800 In Liechten­ 
stein and more than 20,000 in 
Monaco.

Spain. The official language is 
Catalan, tongue of the northeast­ 
ern section of Spain.

Signs of Deflation 


Economists hav e all bu t forg otten what 
the other side of the coin looks like in their 
concern with the dominant force of infla­ 
tion and its role in Western economies 
since World War II. 
Deflation is beg inning to creep back into 
their v ocabu lary with recog nition of some 
warning sig ns which are flashing brig htly . 
One of the first indications of a deflation­ 
ary period in the making is falling prices 
of raw materials. In some major commod­ 
ities a downward price trend has been in 
motion for some months. 
Tea. coffee, cocoa, lead, su g ar, zinc, cop­ 
per and tin are among the commodities 
showing soft prices. All of them come from 
u nderdev eloped cou ntries which depend 
u pon ex ports of these g oods for their ex ­ 
istence. Most, if not all, of these cou ntries 
are precariou sly financed at best. Prolong ­ 
ed continu ation of lowering prices for the 
g oods they sell cou ld bring on bankru ptcy , 
cu rrency dev alu ation and political strife 
prov iding opportu nities for commu nist su b­ 
v ersion and infiltration. 
Sou th America particu larly wou ld be 


hard hit if soft prices on the abov e-named 
commodities shou ld continu e for an indef­ 
inite period. Not only wou ld this depriv e 
many Latin nations of the Income they 
need for su rv iv al, bu t it wou ld cu t off what 
little ex cess in their trade balances is pre­ 
sently av ailable for indu strial dev elop­ 
ment. 
Paradox ically , the first sig ns of deflation 
come at a time when many Sou th Ameri­ 
can cou ntries are faced by seriou s prob­ 
lems of ru naway inflation. The Arg entine 
peso has been dev alu ed one-third 
in the 
last y ear becau se of sky rocketing prices, 
and Brazil has ex perienced a similar trend 
for sev eral y ears. 
Deflation is not y et an ov erriding threat, 
ev en in cou ntries which are cu rrently su f­ 
fering from low commodity prices, bu t 
pressu res ag ainst prices are dev eloping 
from economic alliances su ch as the Eu ro­ 
pean Economic Commu nity . The fru its of 
increased world trade activ ity can spoil 
qu ickly if the ex cess capacity of indu s­ 
trial nations is not matched by increased 
demand for raw materials from the u nder­ 
dev eloped.

A Canadian biolog ist reports that the 
safety limit of fallou t contamination h a s 
now been ex ceeded in the bodies of caribou 
in northern Canada. Alaska and Sweden. 
Moreov er, say s Dr. William O. Pru itt Jr., 
this contamination has been passed along 
to men in those areas. 
Tests hav e shown that Alaskan Eskimos 
and the Lapps of Sweden, who eat caribou , 
hav e from fou r to 30 times as mu ch stron­ 
tium 9 0 in their bones as people of the IJ.S. 
Inu red as people are to the times they 
liv e in, probably few will take Dr. Pru it’s 
report as a cau se for real concern. After 
all, how many persons eat caribou meat 
or for 
that matter, identify themselv es 
su fficiently with Lapps or Eskimos to wor­ 
ry abou t their plig ht? 
Bu t 
in 
connection 
with 
Dr. Pru itt's 
sou nding of an alarm, another ev ent of 
recent dav s shou ld be recalled. That is the 


resig nation of Arthu r H. Dean, chief U. S. 
neg otiator at the World Disarmament Con­ 
ference. 
Why did Dean resig n? For many rea­ 
sons, probably . Yet su rely the u nderly ing 
reason mu st hav e been a conv iction that 
the Sov iet Union does not really want a 
workable nu clear test ban treaty . D e a n 
had worked long , hard and patiently to 
achiev e su ch an ag reement. It is not like­ 
ly that he wou ld hav e qu it had there been 
a g limmer of hope that a treaty cou ld be 
obtained.

Signs of Deflation 


Economists have all but forgotten what 
the other side of the coin looks like in their 
concern with the dominant force of infla­ 
tion and its role in Western economies 
since World War II. 
Deflation is beginning to creep back into 
their vocabulary with recognition of some 
warning signs which are flashing brightly. 
One of the first indications of a deflation­ 
ary period in the making is falling prices 
of raw materials. In some major commod­ 
ities a downward price trend has been in 
motion for some months. 
Tea, coffee, cocoa, lead, sugar, zinc, cop­ 
per and tin are among the commodities 
showing soft prices. All of them come from 
underdeveloped countries which depend 
upon exports of these goods for their ex­ 
istence. Most, if not all, of these countries 
are precariously financed at best. Prolong­ 
ed continuation of lowering prices for the 
goods they sell could bring on bankruptcy, 
currency devaluation and political strife 
providing opportunities for communist sub­ 
version and infiltration. 
South America particularly would be 


hard hit if soft prices on the above-named 
commodities should continue for an indef­ 
inite period. Not only would this deprive 
many Latin nations of the income they 
need for survival, but it would cut off what 
little excess in their trade balances is pre­ 
sently available for industrial develop­ 
ment. 
Paradoxically, the first signs of deflation 
come at a time when many South Ameri­ 
can countries are faced by serious prob­ 
lems of runaway inflation. The Argentine 
peso has been devalued one-third in the 
last year because of skyrocketing prices, 
and Brazil has experienced a similar trend 
for several years. 
Deflation is not yet an overriding threat, 
even in countries which are currently suf­ 
fering from low commodity prices, but 
pressures against prices are developing 
from economic alliances such as the Euro­ 
pean Economic Community. The fruits of 
increased world trade activity can spoil 
quickly if the excess capacity of indus­ 
trial nations is not matched by increased 
demand for raw materials from the under­ 
developed.

Contaminated Caribou 


A Canadian biologist reports that the 
safety limit of fallout contamination h a s 
now been exceeded in the bodies of caribou 
in northern Canada, Alaska and Sweden.

The illusions fostered by pres­ 
ent arithmetical nonsense begin 
with President Kennedy, who must 
have worked for a spell in Macv’s 
basem ent in his youth.

With a subtle recourse to depart­ 
m ent store psychology, the Presi­ 
dent has put a $98.8 billion price 
tag on his budget instead of a flat j 
$100 billion. 
But two cents saved on a Macy’s 
basem ent bargain won’t even buy 
a useful postage stam p in 1963, and ; 
$1.2 billion saved or a federal bud- 
get can be w iped out in a jiffy by I 
a Congressional deficiency appro-! 
priation. 
W’hat is wrong with tax and bud- j 
get figures as used in current dis­ 
cussion is that they ignore cash ! 
flow. To begin with, the only real-, 
ity for the 1963 Congress, which 
cant’ commit its successors, is the 
first phase of the President’s pro- j 
posal for a three-fold bite. F o r, 
1963 President Kennedy hopes to 
get a tax cut of $6 billion. T h i s 
money would be left in people’s 
pockets to spend and invest. 
But when we balance out the na-: 
tional cash flow equation in terms 
of the 
realistic 
new fifth-grade 
arithm etic, we quickly see that the 
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President has no intention of leav­ 
ing $6 billion to jingle in people’s 
pockets. In the first place, the 
social security whack at our pay­ 
checks went up on January I — 
and some people we know have al­ 
ready cut down on their household 
help to avoid paying out the requir- j 
ed increase to servants. Second- I 
ly, postal rates have already gone 
up. 
One 
realistic 
fiscal expert, 
Eliot Janew ay, has estim ated that 
the governm ent’s increased take 
for social security and five cent 
stam ps will deftly rem ove more 
than $2.5 billion from the people's 
pockets in 1963. This m eans that 
only $3. billion of Kennedy’s pro­ 
posed $6 billion tax cut will ha\e 
any power to flush the economy.

the aspect of one of the fastest 
growing segments 
of American 
life—philanthropy. 
Tax deductible has been a slo­ 
gan in many money raising cam­ 
paigns. 
President 
Kennedy pro­ 
poses that a lim it be put on just 
how deductible these contributions 
can be. 
Individuals 
and 
corporations 
have multiplied their giving in the 
last 30 years. But in that period 
changing 
government 
activities 
have taken over some of the fields 
most popular for giving a genera­ 
tion or two ago. And a new em­ 
phasis on research and education 
has boomed these outlets for pri­ 
vate donations. 
Organized philantrophy is s a i d 
to collect around $10 billion a 
year. Corporate giving has jumped 
sharply since World War II, but 
individual 
contributions still 
ac­ 
count for four-fifths of the total. 


Tax collectors have allowed de­ 
ductions for most of such gifts. 
The President proposes that most 
personal deductions be limited to 
those in excess of 5 per cent of 
the gross taxable income. The ef­ 
fect that may have on the charita­ 
ble impulse is debatable. Many 
will go on giving because they 
want to support activities close to 
their hearts. Others m ay be less 
quick to dip into their pockets, if 
it doesn’t help shave the tax bill. 
In the last 30 years personal 
giving has increased from an av­ 
erage of IV* per cent of after-tax 
income to 2V* per cent. 
But there have been changes. In 
the past more than half of the 
philanthropic 
dollar was 
chan­ 
neled through religious i n s t i t u- 
tions. Now considerable less tan 
half is. The biggest percentage in­ 
creases are in gifts to higher edu­ 
cation, research, health, welfare 
and cultural institutions.

payments,

At the same tim e the big explo­ 
sion in science has opened fields 
for giving unknown a generation 
or two ago. And advances in med­ 
ical science have cut down on the 
inroads of disease, the crippling 
and early killing that once repre­ 
sented the greatest need for char­ 
ity. 
Not all of the philanthropic giv­ 
ing comes within the scope of tax 
deductions. But most of it does. 
And the part that the deduction 
factor plays in motivating the gift, 
or the size of it is doubtless c o n- 
siderable.

Monday Club met recently in 
the trustees room of the P u b l i c 
L i b r a r y . Mrs. George Barnes, 
president conducted the business 
session. A nominating committee 
was selected to prepare a slate of 
officers to be presented at the next 
meeting. 
Following the business meeting 
members were privileged to hear 
Robert Ransom, Circleville High 
School teacher of English, speech 
and dramatics, s p e a k on t h e 
trends of modern drama. 
Mr. Ransom said, “The drama 
of modern times has been a lit 
erature of the valleys and plateaus 
r a t h er than the heights. This 
has been drama’s chief limitation. 
It has also been its g r e a t e s t 
strength. This is true because hu­ 
manity will be found mostly in the 
valleys and on the plateaus 
Until the modern age there were 
only t h r e e truly major periods 
of dramatic art They were the 5th 
Century Athenian, the Elizabeth­ 
an and the 17th Century French. 
Ours is the fourth great period. 
Modern drama took shape in 
Scandinavia as an instrument of 
realism in the hands of Henrik Ib­ 
sen and August Strindberg and at 
the same time in other countries 
with men of less s t a t u r e such 
as Tolstoy, Anton Chekhov, Hen­ 
ry Becque and John 
Millington 
Synge. As realism of modern dra­ 
ma was modified, there was a1 
ways the possibility of variation 
After 1890, there became appar­ 
ent a movement of dramatic mod­ 
ernism which diverged from real­ 
ism. Nowhere in the W e s t e r n 
world did a nation fail to respond 
to the possibilities of a more ima­ 
ginative theatre. The movement 
away from r e a l i s m began in 
France and finally found its way 
to the American stage through the 
efforts of Eugene O’Neill, Thornt­ 
on Wilder, 
Tennessee Williams 
and Arthur Miller. 
Although this more imaginative 
theatre remained poorer in texture 
than the older dramatic literatures 
modern drama acquired poetic, ov 
ertones everywhere in course. A 
poetry of the theatre came into be­ 
ing. 
The varied interests of modern 
playwrights led to great explora­ 
tion of dramatic forms and styles. 
Representative 
development 
in­ 
cluded (I) the one act play as an 
art form, (2) the “slice of l i f e 
play” , (3) “mass” or “ group” 
drama, (4) the memory play, and 
(5) a play w i t h i n a play. Per­ 
haps modern drama did not invent 
any of t h e s e forms of the drama 
but if not, it w o r k e d and devel­ 
oped them with the freedom a n d 
intelligence of the modern man. 
With these and other means, 
modern drama encouraged the ex­ 
tensive knowledge of man and his 
w o r l d . This included the many 
advances of modern times in t h e 
fields of sociology and psychology. 
The playwrights of this new era 
were men whose knowledge was 
not confined to the theatre. T h e y 
received training in other fields. 
They also brought into the thea­ 
tre the thoughts of Schopenhauer, 
Nietzche, Darwin, Marx and Fre­ 
ud. The c o m b i n e d effect of 
rn o d e rn man, and great philo­ 
sophies was frequently interesting 
and exciting. 
There also entered into the dra­ 
ma some of the qualities and ele­ 
ments of the novel. It was the 19th 
ce n t u r y writers of fiction who 
taught the lessons of naturalness, 
documentation, psychological pro­ 
bing, and clinical reporting.

O u r dramatic litera­ 
ture has become prose. Modem 
playwrights have written in both 
prose and verse, but have not 
r e a c h e d the towering heights 
of Greek writers or William Shake­ 
speare. The use of p r o s e has 
helped to give modern plays the 
effect of authenticity and has en­ 
couraged modem writers to dra 
matize rather than to narrate ev 
ents. At the same time dramatists 
found it necessary to build plays 
more locigally and convincingly 
rather than to only dazzle audien 
ces. Even t h o u g h prose might 
hurt the highest ideals of dramatic 
art, it serves as a discipline, a 
means to an

a challenge, and a 
end. 
The concern with verisimilitude 
has had also an effect on dramatic 
style for which the term “realism” 
is inadequate. Who is to say t h a t 
there is a less realistic attitude 
and understanding in the tragedies 
of Euripides and Shakespeare than 
in the plays of Ibsen, Checkhov or 
ONeill. 
Earlier playwrights 
employed 
such formal devices as choruses, 
narrations, soliloques and asides 
to signify experience instead of 
presenting it as it would appear in 
a photograph. On the o t h e r hand 
modem playwrights have attempt­ 
ed t o c r e a t e the illusion that we 
are watching events as they oc­ 
curred. 
Truthful observation, verisimil- 
tude and common reality have led 
playwrights away from the glory 
that was Greek, Elizabethan and 
17th Century French tragedy. 
The language of prose suits t h e 
characters of modern drama best, 
just as the language of poetry suits 
a Greek or Shakespearean play. 
Now the difference b e t w e e n 
what was convention and reality 
is seen. As John Mason Brown has 
%said, “Between the grotesque and 
the common place, the picturesque 
and the factual, the Gothic revival 
and the scientific spirit, the cloak 
and s w o r d s of yesteryear and 
the slums of today.” 
The e a r l i e r Romantic play­ 
wrights had introduced “local col­ 
or” into the drama. The realists 
went one step further and intro­ 
duced 
environment. 
The 
“little 
man” who had been usually pre­ 
sented in the older drama as t h e 
roguish servant, the lumpish peas­ 
ant or the u p s t a r t and absurd 
lower class, acquired dignity and 
importance in the new democratic 
theatre. It was the realists who 
m a d e the commoner completely 
at h o rn e in the theatre and gave 
him the t r a g i c stature before 
reserved for the aristocracy 
In 
time, the l o w l y hero was apt to 
be found more and more in work­ 
ing class circles rather than in 
middle class circumstances. 
If poetry has not been altogether 
absent from the modern theatre, 
it is partly because some p I a y- 
wrights have cast backward glanc­ 
es at a romantic past and rejected 
the workaday world, as did Rost­ 
and, or b e c a u s e they h a v e 
found sources of poetic feeling 
and language in a people not y e t 
completely drawn into the modern 
world, as did Synge in Ireland and 
Lorea in Spain. For the most part, 
h o w e v e r , the poetry of the mo- j 
dems has been srung from t h e 
plain life they have observed with 
tender or passionate awareness.

The “floating or suspended 
ceiling, which is a lower surface 
depending from 
the rafters or 
from a regular ceiling above, is 
popular in old and new houses. 
This installation can be used ef­ 
fectively to correct the propor­ 
tions of a high narrow room or to 
make a big, drafty one seem more 
cozy and comfortable. 
The s p a c e between the “float­ 
ing” ceiling and t h e fixed ceiling 
can be effectively used for the in­ 
stallation of dramatic lighting ef­ 
fects. 
When planning a new home also 
consider the lighting that could be 
housed in the area between t h e 
roof and the ceiling. 
Pinpoints of light countersunk in 
the ceiling area or spotlights of 
various types create dramatic yet 
purposeful illumination. 
Materials used for a floating 
ceiling depend on many things — 
individual taste, architecture, the 
style of the room, even the climate. 
In warm areas, a lattice-like 
suspended ceiling of wood creates 
an airy effect. In cold climates, 
floating wooden paneling is more 
effective 
to 
introduce 
warmth 
and charm. 
You have many woods to choose 
from when you plan decorative 
ceilings. They can be left in their 
natural state or can be stained or 
colored. 
It is a good rule, suggests the 
Western Pine Association, to give 
the ceiling a flat surface rather 
than a shiny one, since it is a re­ 
flective 
surface 
for 
artificial 
lighting. 
If you haven’t given any thought 
to the top wall of your room, take 
a good look at it now. Remember 
that, decoratively speaking, t h e 
sky’s the limit when it comes to 
your ceiling.

Why Jesus Taught in Parables 
THE 
IMPORTANCE 
OF 
RECEIVING 
INTO 
OUR 
HEARTS THE LIVING WORD OF GOD—ILLUS­ 
TRATED FROM NATURAL PHENOMENA 


Scripture—Mark 3:7—4:34. 


By N. SPEER JONES 
WE MIGHT well open this 
lesson with a discussion of the 
meaning of the word “parable.” 
It comes from the Greek para- 
bole, which mean a placing be­ 
side or comparison. Jesus’ para­ 
bles were designed to compare 
something unknown and not 
understood with something very 
familiar and easily 
compre­ 
hended. 
A parable differs from a fable 
In that the events of a parable 
are very reasonable and could 
be expected to occur in every­ 
day life, whereas those of a 
fable are literally “fabulous” in 
nature—highly unlikely or Im­ 
possible. 
The 
word 
“fable” 
comes from the Latin tabula, 
which means narrative. 
The parables were designed 
to stick in men’s minds in a 
way that abstract truths are not 
likely to stick. Even the most 
uneducated man is likely to re­

forced Christ to speak in para­ 
bles. 
Furthermore, Christ could not 
afford to make His message so 
simple that a man might under­ 
stand it only superficially and 
think himself forgiven his sins, 
without undergoing the changs 
of heart prerequisite to a true 
understanding and forgiveness.

scholars 
have 
also 
pointed out the dangers from 
civic and other religious authori­ 
ties, which forced early Chris­ 
tians to use symbols (like the 
fish) In their art and writings. 
The same motivation may have 
inspired Jesus to spread th# 
seed of His word as far as pos­ 
sible, through the use of para­ 
bles—another kind of sym bol- 
before rousing the antagonism 
which was to silence His earth­ 
ly teaching. 
Specifically, today's lesson in­ 
cludes Christ's call of His 12

member a well-told tale of com­ 
monplace events with which he 
is familiar. The hope is that 
he will reflect on such a para­ 
ble, that it will stimulate his 
thought and that eventually the 
greater moral truths it illus­ 
trates can penetrate his mind 
and heart 
Misinterpretations of certain 
passages in today's lesson have 
led some people to think that 
Christ used parables to disguise 
the truth so that ordinary men 
should not understand it, re­ 
serving His teachings for His 
disciples alone. One of the most 
difficult of these passages oc­ 
curs In Mark 4:12—that Christ 
taught in parables “for those 
outside” . . . “lest they should 
turn again, and be forgiven.” 
This may mean, as G. Camp­ 
bell Morgan explains (“Pelou- 
bet’s Select Notes” for 1963, p. 
30), that it was the attitude of 


disciples, His enjoinment of all 
people to follow the will of God, 
as one family, and the begin­ 
ning of His teaching by the Seat 
of Galilee, with the parables 
which illustrate the importance 
of this teaching. 
The major parable Involved 
is the famous one of the sower, 
so ving seed on four kinds of 
soil—on the pathway, the thin 
soil, the weed-filled field and the 
“good” soil. 
The thin soil is confusingly 
described as “rocky ground”; 
what it really means is large ex­ 
panses of rock thinly covered 
with soil— a type of land which 
can still be seen today in the 
hills around the Sea of Galilee. 
Seeds deposited there sprouted 
rapidly from their proximity to 
the sun’s heat, but it prevented 
a deep root system to tide the 
plant over during droughts and 
other difficult growing weather.

But if your deductible expenses 
exceed 10 per cent, or that $1,000 
limit, you’ll lose by not itemizing 
to claim them fully. You use 
Form 1040 when you do. 
What follows, condensing in one 
place what you'd hav e to search 
many pages of gov ernment guides 
to round up, cov ers many kinds 
of deductions. 
But it cov ers such a v ast field 
there’s no room here for much 
detail. The best adv ice for any­ 
one needing detailed information 
is this: 
Consult your 14-page instruction 
sheet, sent taxpayers by the In­ 
ternal Rev enue Serv ice or, much 
better and it’s 
worth the 40-cent 
price, is the highly detailed, 144- 
page booklet guide, “ Your Feder­ 
al Income Tax,” sold by IRS. 
Some expenses you can deduct 
include contributions to charita­

You can deduct state income 
taxes, real estate and state gaso­ 
line (but no federal) taxes, per­ 
sonal property taxes, auto license 
and registration fees, pod taxes 
and most retail sales taxes, and 
delinquent taxes. 
If you haven’t kept records on 
money spent on sales taxes, the 
IRS has printed in single sheet 
form what can be considered a 
reasonable deduction for sales 
taxes in various states. Get it 
from your nearest IRS office. 
If you re retired, or are 65 or 
older, you may be entitled to a 
credit against your tax for a per­ 
centage of your retirement in­ 
come. Pages 69-70 of the booklet 
guide go into a lot of details on 
this. 
You can deduct for union dues, 
dues hi professional societies, ali­ 
mony payments by the person 
making diem, fees to employ 
ment agencies, club dues if they 
are needed for businss reasons 
and books or newspapers bought 
for use in your profession. 
You can also deduct for interest 
on your house mortgage, on a life 
insurance policy if you pay the 
interest in cash, your personal 


note to a bank or individual, and

You can deduct the amount of 
actual property value loss from 
fire, storms, theft, or accident not 
compensated by insurance. T h a t 
may or may not be business 
losses. 
Deductible medical expenses: 
You can claim only that much 
of them which exceed 3 per cent 
of your adjusted gross income. If 
you or your wife were 65 in 1962 
you can claim your medical ex 
peases as a flat deduction with 
out worrying whether it exceeds 
3 per cent of your adjusted gross 
income. 
The same goes for the medical 
expenses of parents of a husband 
or wife filing a return if the one 
you take the medical deduction 
for was over 65 and you furnished 
over half of his support.

Blank Book then went to court 
nd the litigation that followed 
found the General Assembly con­ 
vening Jan. 7 without a printer.

Subsequently, Blank Book offer­ 
ed a bid $15,000 lower than Heer’s 
and about $60,000 less than the 
cost previously anticipated.

Next Orbital 
Flight Hinted 
For April 2 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Astronaut 
Leroy Gordon Cooper Jr. 
may 
begin his orbital flight—the long­ 
est and perhaps the last in Project 
Mercury—on April 2. 
The Air Force major may re­ 
main aloft for IP orbits—about 27 
hours—and 
come down in 
the 
Atlantic north of Puerto Rico. Or, 
if all goes well, he may achieve 
22 
orbits—about 34 
hours—and 
descend into 
the Pacific 
near 
Midway Island. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration is not an­ 
nouncing launch dates this far in 
advance. An informed source said, 
however, that April 2 has been 
considered for planning purposes. 
The Mercury series is to be fol­ 
lowed by two-man Gemini launch­ 
es starting early next year. They 
are preliminary to later three- 
man Apollo craft missions to the 
moon. 
Cooper’s flight may not be the 
Mercury finale. There has been 
some discussion of modifying a 
Mercury capsule to make it ca­ 
pable of supporting a man for a 
three to five day flight later this 
year. 
Physicians 
expect 
Cooper 
to 
sleep in two four-hour installments 
—one 
eight to IO hours 
after 
launch, and again after another 
working shift of eight to IO hours. 
A buzzer signal from a ground 
station would make sure that he 
was awake for at least the last 
two or three orbits of the mission.
